In a signed statement, he 
admitted the shooting but accus­ 
ed Monan of threatening to get a 
blackjack and "knock him in the 
head”. 
Catherine Winters who said she 
had gone with Monan five years, 
told The Standard while she was 
here Monday that she was sitting 
on the front porch looking inside 
when Briggance fired. 
Only a few people were in 
the 
place. 
Monan was sitting at the 
bor eating 
a hamburger 
and 
drinking 
soda when 
Briggance 
entered at 12:30. Briggance called 
to Monan. and as he turned the 
lad fired into his back and head. 
Mrs. 
Winters stood 
up 
and 
screamed and then started to run 
to Monan. 
As she entered 
the 
tavern, Briggance clicked his re­ 
volver at her, and then when he 
saw there were no more 
cart­ 
ridges, he struck her left 
fore­ 
head with the pistol 
butt. 
She 
fell but did not lose 
conscious­ 
ness, and soon she got 
up 
and 
went to Monan, who had stagger­ 
ed down the bar and fallen at the 
entrance to the tavern dance hall. 
He was breathing 
heavily, 
she 
said, and died within five min­ 
utes. 
He did not speak. 
Briggance did not try to escape 
but waited until officers came to 


arrest him. 
Mrs. Winters said Monan 
had 
“practically 
raised” 
Briggance. 
Four weeks ago, she said, Monan 
told Briggance he had no 
more 
work for him at the tavern. Brig­ 
gance continued to frequent 
it, 
however, 
and 
sometimes 
was 
drunk, Mrs. Winters said. Monan 
finally told him, “If you 
don’t 
quit hanging around here I’ll get 
a rubber hose and beat your ears 
in.” 
Mrs. Winters said he did not 
mean it as a threat to harm Brig­ 
gance. 
Sheriff S. E. Juden of Caruth­ 
ersville said the “case looked bad” 
for Briggance. He told The Stand­ 
ard over long distance telephone 
Monday 
that 
Monan 
advised 
Briggance Saturday not to come 
into his place 
again. 
Briggance 
went to the home of an uncle late 
that night he said, and without 
the uncle’s permission, took 
the 
revolver, returned to the tavern, 
and shot Monan from

rear. 
Briggance had

at

place two or three years, he said. 
Monan was reared in Sikeston,

ber of people the greatest n u m ­ 
ber of times, the people 
should 
ask that the law be repealed or 
amended and not ask officers to 
“ Take the bit in their teeth” and 
refuse to recognize the

being just. 
This attitude by the 
people has a tendency 
to 
cause 
the arresting officer to procrasti­ 
nate for fear the act will be un­ 
popular, even though he knows ne 
is legally right, yet he is forced 
to consider the acts of the public 
in criticising them 
There are a few' officers who do 
not know their official duties, but 
most of them do. 
The state high­ 
w ay patrol is composed of as fine 
ia set of men as the state has, all 
of good moral character, honesty, 
an d integrity, and 
they 
som e­ 
tim es hesitate for fear of unjust 
criticism. 
It is hum an nature for us to de­ 
fend our family and friends right 
or w'rong, (But 
naturally 
our 
family and 
friends 
are 
always 
right). All 
good 
citizens 
take 
pleasure 
in 
interceding 
for 
a 
friend to the end they sometimes 
overdo the job. 
Not so very far 
b ick, a Patrol officer arrested a 
m a n for reckless driving by fail­ 
ing to stop at a 
crossing 
w here 
there was a stop sign. 
While this 
fellow was in court to plead, one 
of our best citizens pleaded for 
leniency. 
The court, knowing the 
in an w ho pleaded for him to be a 
business man whose honesty and 
integrity had never 
been 
ques­ 
tioned, considered the plea 
and 
set the fine aside and trusted him 
for the costs until one week from 
th at day, w hen he was to return 
a n d settle the cost. 
The defend­ 
an t has not returned and made his 
obligation good. 
Now here is a 
case w here a 
friend 
interceded 
fo r a fellow without thinking and 
caused a miscarriage of justice, all 
o n account of sentiment. 
Public sentiment without strai­ 
gh t honest 
thought 
causes 
the 
miscarriages 
of 
justice 
oftener 
than any influence I know. 
All 
because the public does not think 
until 
something 
happens 
then 
they are not capable of 
thinking 
straight. 
I see a 
condition 
of 
automobile traffic here

city, which, if not corrected will 
at some time in the future cause 
the loss of life and the wounding 
of some people. I have spoken of 
this to the people in 
authority.

renders for good cause. 
I. as a justice of the peace, have 
m any times been forced to waive 
and set aside judgm ents I 
have 
rendered because of public senti­ 
ment. 
It is unfair to ask or e x ­ 
pect petty officers to render their 
di cisions and wu-ite records 
that 
cure the defects of bad 
legisla­ 
tion. 
1 could go for ages pointing oui 
to you the useless laws that should 
be repealed, and the best plan I 
know is to have them 
removed 
from the statutes by rgid enforce­ 
ment, a miscarriage of justice is 
not the fault of the officers that 
enforce the law b u t the law m ak ­ 
ing body.

French Newspapers in St. Louis 
The publication of early 
Mis­ 
souri newspapers with 
portions 
translated 
into 
French 
often 
comes as a surprise to those read­ 
ing for the first time the files of 
old newspapers, 
particularly 
of 
Missouri’s first newspaper, the St. 
Louis Missouri Gazette, 
in 
the 
library of 
the 
State 
Historical 
Society. Though the French trans­ 
lations in the Gazette, which was 
first published in 1808, are 
for 
the most part restricted to legal 
notices and advertisem ents, 
the 
editor of the paper, Joseph Char- 
less, announced in the prospectus 
of the Gazette that he intended to 
reserve three 
columns 
for 
the 
publication in French of local and 
foreign news and of the laws of 
the Territory and of the 
United 
States. 
The surprising fact, 
in 
consideration of Missouri’s French 
origins, is not 
the 
proposal 
of 
Charless to print the Gazette par­ 
tially in French but that no en­ 
tirely French newspaper is defin­ 
itely known to have existed before 
1850. 
W riting in 1899 on the subject 
of French newspapers in St. Louis, 
which is at the same tim e the only 
history of French newspapers in 
Missouri, Alexander N. 
DeMonil, 
distinguished editor and St. Louis 
citizen of French descent, makes 
the following 
statem ent: 
‘‘Con­ 
sidering that St. Louis was found­ 
ed 
by 
French 
colonists; 
that 
French was 
almost 
exclusively 
the language used during the first 
half century of the City’s exist

In consideration of the fact that 
the first French 
newspaper 
of 
which De Menil was able to find 
record, Le Courier de St. Louis, 
dates from 1850, (though very old 
settlers, he states, 
asserted 
the 
existence before this 
of 
French 
sheets, the names of which 
they 
could not rem em ber), the finding 
of a recent research study of the 
survivals of French in 
the 
old 
district of Ste. Genevieve, are of 
particular interest. 
According to 
this study by Mr. W ard Dorrance 
of the University of Missouri, an 
old will found in the archives of 
Ste. Genevieve and dated 
1795, 
contains the bequest of Peyroux 
de la Coudroniere of 
his 
New 
Orleans printing 
press 
to 
the 
citizens of Ste. Genevieve. Care­ 
ful directions for the shipm ent of 
the press are included in the will. 
Provided that this press was used 
for the publishing of 
a 
French 
newspaper in Ste. Genevieve, this 
paper, and not the Missouri Gaz­ 
ette, was M issouri’s first 
news­ 
paper. 
Between the 
publication, 
ac­ 
cording to De Menil, of Le Cour­ 
ier de St. Louis in 1850, and the 
last attem pt at French journalism , 
Le Journal Frencais de St. Louis 
in 1893, six other French jour­ 
nals made their appearance in St. 
Louis. 
These were La Revue de 
1’ Quest, Le M oniteur de 1’ Quest, 
Le Courier de St. Louis, La T ri­ 
bune Française, 
La 
Republique 
and Le Patriote. 
Of 
these, 
La 
Revue de 1’ Quest, published be­ 
tween 1854 and 1864, enjoyed the 
longest existence. 
W hat appears 
to have been the shortest lived. 
Le Journal Français de St. Louis, 
expired in six weeks. 
Of the total of these eight 
at­ 
tempts at French journalism 
in 
St. Louis, La Revue de V Quest, 
was probably the most outstand­ 
ing. 
Founded 
by 
the 
French 
Society of St. Louis, it 
had 
as­ 
sociated with it 
as 
editor 
and 
managing editor, the distinguished 
French scholars Louis R. Cortam- 
bert and Nicolas N. De Menil. The 
form er who was president of the 
Society, has been called the great­ 
est w riter of French 
who 
ever 
lived in the 
U nited 
States. 
At 
first a 
conservative 
paper, 
La 
Revue de 1’ Quest, due to 
a 
di­ 
versity of 
opinion 
on 
religious 
and political questions, was sold 
in December, 1854, to 
J. 
Wolff 


with 
Cortambert 
remaining 
as 
editor. Thereafter, the Revue be­ 
came at once 
a 
red-Rqpublican, 
anti-Catholic, abolitionist and af- 
dent advocate of socialism. 
The 
result was that its circulation de­ 
creased and that it ceased publi­ 
cation in 1864. 
After its failure, 
Cortambert went to 
New 
York 
where he became editor of 
the 
Messager 
Franco-American, 
a 
New York daily. 
The 
son 
of 
Nicolas N. De Menil, 
Alexander 
N. De Menil, became a prominent 
editor of English publications in 
St. Louis. 
Though the history of 
French 
journalism in Missouri is sketchy 
at best, there is no doubt, 
that, 
like the history of 
the 
French 
themselves, it would m ake a most 
interesting chapter 
in 
Missouri 
history.

WHEAT HOMINY 


This recipe was received from 
the Kansas extension service and 
since there is quite a bit of wheat 
in Southeast Missouri, this 
will 
probably be of interest to many 
farm people, says 
Anne 
Sillers, 
home demonstration agent of New 
Madrid county. 
This wheat hominy is good in 
any recipe that calls for cooked 
whole wheat. When used in muf­ 
fins or cookies, it gives a texture 
and flavor somewhat like nuts. 
Do not use an aluminum kit­ 
tle, lye ruins aluminum. 
Cover 1 quart of %vheat with 
water. 
When the water is boil­ 
ing add 1 teaspoon of lye, Boil 30 
minutes. 
Drain off the lye water. Wash 
the wheat ten or twelve times in 
clean cold water. Keep hands out 
of the lye water. 
Wash the Kettle. 
Boil the wheat in clean 
water 
for another 15 minutes. Drain and 
wash. 
Boil in fresh water for 30 min­ 
utes. The hominy is now ready to 
serve or to include in other dishes.

3 strips bacon 
3 1/3 tablespoons chopped onion 
1 cup tomatoes 
Y2 teaspoon salt 
Cut bacon into small pieces and 
fry until crisp.

in which bacon was fried, chopped 
onion, tomatoes and salt.

into a baking dish and bake in a 
moderate oven 20 to 30 minutes.

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Motoring Far From 
Ideal In Early Days 


People who are distressed about 
the perils of modern travel have 
su relv forgotten how treacherous 
were* the early days of the auto­ 
mobile. 
Of course 
there 
were 
fewer risks of accidents but there 
was a still greater danger that a 
m o to rist would never reach 
his 
destination. 
In 1915. my father 
bought 
a 
huge, high-set touring car, 
and 
soon afterward we 
set 
out 
to 
cross Missouri and go into Illinois 
to visit relatives and show off our 
new possesion. 
Father sat at the 
wheel in a long-billed cap, gog­ 
gles, and light gloves. Beside him 
was mother, her face and head ob 
scured behind layers of a purple 
veil intended to protect her from 
the dust, and on her lap was an 
opened Bluebook, the Bible of the 
road. My brother and I sat in the 
back, intrenched among suitcases, 
hatboxes, odd coats and blankets, 
and food for lunch. 
While 
father 
turned 
about, 
waving his hands over the fields 
and pointing out the sights, my 
brother and I sang in high thin 
voices to amuse ourselves and the 
countryside and mother bent over 
the Bluebook. 
“Follow a line of 
hedge 
two 
miles," mother would read, “go­ 
ing due north past 
three 
small 
white frame houses to a 
cross­ 
roads where a 
steepled 
church 
stands. 
Turn right and proceed 
east four miles to a large white­ 
washed stone corner post." 
Hoads were not then 
marked 
with highway signs, and although 
the Bluebook was very detailed, 
the temporary landmarks it and 
motorists were forced to depend 
upon had oiten disappeared be­ 
fore the next edition 
could 
be 
published. 
Frequently the 
four 
of us would bend our eyes upon 
the road, looking 
for 
a 
white­ 
washed corner stone or 
a 
red 
fence post or a school house in a 
grove. 
“Do you thing we’ve passed it?" 
mother w-ould ask. 
Father would say, No, we had­ 
n’t come more than six miles as 
the Bluebook said, and would tell 
mother not to fret. 
We 
even 
uometimes distrusted 
the 
Blue- 
book compilers’ 
mileage 
notes, 
for when father would stop the 
car to ask farmers the way, they, 
not only couldn’t tell how best to 
reach certain towns but they pre­ 
tended never to have heard of a 
school house nearby. 
It’s possi­ 
ble, of course, that the school had 
burned or a 
farmer 
had 
torn 
down his fence or rain had 
re­ 
moved whitewash from the corner 
stone, but we were angered that 
the country people were so help­ 
less at giving directions or identi­ 
fying landmarks. 
They were scarcely more cord­ 
ial when we became stuck and re­ 
quired mule power. 
It was per­ 
fectly apparent even then 
that 
Missouri 
badly 
needed 
to 
be 
“pulled from the mud”. 
It 
al­ 
ways rained when we set off on a 
journey. 
While my brother and 
I sat excited in the 
back 
seat, 
father would disembowel the car 
to get out side curtains and chains 
and then lay the chains in 
the 
right positions and mother would 
twist her mouth and 
frown 
in 
trying to stretch the curtains to 
the fasteners. Father would drive 
the car over the chains, and after 
grunting over them in the down­ 
pour. he would manage to 
hook 
them and then stamp some of the 
mud from his shoes and 
gloves. 
We’d start out, 
and 
as 
father 
guided 
the 
car 
precariously 
through the deep mud we’d 
sit 
with bated breath waiting for the 
time it would slip off into a ditch. 
Finally we’d be caught fast, and 
neither rocks nor brush nor rac­ 
ing of the motor would extricate 
us from the deepening hole the 
wheels 
were 
grinding. 
Father 
would give up then 
and 
tramp 
down the muddy road looking for 
a farmer with a mule. 
Often the 
nearest farmer would 
have 
no 
team or would be unwilling to go 
out in the storm and father would 
have to walk another mile trying 
to find a house and a helper. The 
houses were scattered and walk­ 
ing was slow so that 
frequently 
father would be gone a long time* 
All this while mother would peer 
out the windshield trying to 
see 
through the rain and say again 
and again, “I wonder what can 
be keeping your father." 
Father always came back with 
help. 
Sometimes the mules were 
strained pretty hard to pull us out 
8nd sometimes we’d have to wait., 
until the rain slackened or even 
until it stopped and the sun ap­ 
peared again. Once, 1 remem ber,; 
we waited so long that darkness 
came and my brother grew plain­ 
tive and cried, “Daddy, will we 
have to stay here all night?” We 
never had to, though, and always 
we managed to reach some little 
town with a decaying hotel with 
creaking Stairs and hard beds and 
one bathroom. 
All days 
were 
not 
bad, 
of 
course, and by getting up 
each 
morning at dawn 
and 
driving 
persistently till sunset, we gained 
our destination and rested among 
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the relations until 
time 
to 
go 
home. 
We didn’t travel very fast 
in 
those years. 
Rocky 
hills 
and 
torn, slippery roads and 
missed 
turnings delayed us. 
One seven­ 
ty-mile trip to a southwest Mis­ 
souri town we frequently 
took, 
and although we knew the road 
we did well to make it in 
four 
hours. 
I remember a particular- 
1 ly disastrous journey we once at­ 
tempted. 
An aunt of ours from 
Chicago had come to visit us and 
we decided to show her off to the 
friends in southwest Missouri. My 
father always delighted in driv­ 
ing in the cool of the morning, so 
we were tourning by 
5 o’clock. 
Before we had gone ten miles we 
were beset by a downpour, 
and 
while father drove frantically, in­ 
tending to reach 
some 
kind 
of 
shelter, the rest of us got out the 
curtains and tried to put 
them 
up. 
They were 
perverse 
that 
morning and refused to be secur­ 
ed, and because we were all quite 
wet from the rain that insisted on 
entering the car we finally aban­ 
doned 
the 
project 
altogether. 
Mother sat closer to father with­ 
out protection, and my aunt and 
brother and I got under a blanket. 
The rain found us even there, and 
long before the motor became wet 
and quit functioning all 
of 
us 
were drenched. 
We stopped an early 
milkman 
headed south, and when mother 
insisted on being left behind 
to 
watch the car, father and my aunt 
got in with the driver and 
my 
brother and I stood in the 
back 
among filled bottles. 
The 
hotel 
landlady was very displeased 
at 
being roused out at 6 o’clock and 
growled at us before she 
con­ 
sented to come down in htr bath­ 
robe and let us in. She wasn’t in­ 
terested enough to provide for us, 
either, and we wrapped ourselves 
in the bed linen until our clothes 
were dry. 
A half hour later the 
sun was shining; but by then we 
were all too exhausted for a trip, 
and soon after breakfast we got in 
our repaired car and drove 
the 
twenty-five miles home.

ber of times, the people 
should 
ask that the law be repealed or 
amended and not ask officers to 
“Take the bit in their teeth” and 
refuse to recognize the 
law 
as 
being just. 
This attitude by the 
people has a tendency 
to 
cause 
the arresting officer to procrasti 
nate for fear the act will bo un­ 
popular, even though he knows ne 
is legally right, yet he is forced 
to consider the acts of the public 
in criticising them 
There are a few officers who do 
not know their official duties, but 
most of them do. 
The state high­ 
w ay patrol is composed of as fine 
a set of men as the state has, all 
of good moral character, honesty 
and integrity, and 
they 
some 
tim es hesitate for fear of unjust 
criticism. 
It is human nature for us to de 
fend our family and friends right 
or wrong, (But 
naturally 
our 
family and 
friends 
are 
always 
right). All 
good 
citizens 
take 
pleasure 
in 
interceding 
for 
friend to the end they sometimes 
overdo the job. 
Not so very far 
b ick, a Patrol officer arrested 
fnan for reckless driving by fail­ 
ing to stop at a 
crossing 
where 
th ere was a stop sign. 
While this 
fellow was in court to plead, one 
of our best citizens pleaded for 
leniency. 
The court, knowing the 
m a n who pleaded for him to be a 
business man whose honesty and 
integrity had never 
been 
ques­ 
tioned, considered the plea 
and 
set the fine aside and trusted him 
for the costs until one week from 
th at day, when he was to return 
a n d settle the cost. 
The defend­ 
a n t has not returned and made his 
obligation good. 
Now here is a 
case where a 
friend 
interceded 
for a fellow without thinking and 
caused a miscarriage of justice, all 
o n account of sentiment. 
Public sentiment without strai­ 
ght honest 
thought 
causes 
the 
miscarriages 
of 
justice 
oftener 
than any influence I know. 
All 
because the public does not think 
until 
something 
happens 
then 
they are not capable of 
thinking 
straight. 
I see a 
condition 
of 
automobile traffic here 
in 
this 
city, which, if not corrected will 
at some time in the future cause 
the loss of life and the wounding 
of some people. I have spoken of 
this to the people in 
authority. 
T hey say the people want it this 
way. 
Even though it is a viola­ 
tion of the state law this is anoth­ 
e r case where public 
sentiment 
controls without thought or rea­ 
soning and it will take serious ac­ 
cident where someone 
is 
killed 
before the public 
will 
change 
their minds. 
The public does not 
know the law or try 
to 
k n o w ;( 
th e y say it is not their business,j 
th a t * it is the officers’ 
business, i 
but when an officer whom they I 
h av e elected is performing some 
legal act officially that does not 
conform to their way of thinking, 
th e officer is criticized unjustly.

T he publication of early 
Mis­ 
souri new spapers with 
portions 
translated 
into 
French 
often 
comes as a surprise to those read ­ 
ing for the first time the files of 
old new spapers, 
particularly 
of 
M issouri’s first new spaper, the St. 
Louis Missouri Gazette, 
in 
the 
library of 
the 
State 
Historical 
Society. Though the French tran s­ 
lations in the Gazette, which was 
first published in 1808. are 
for 
the most part restricted to legal 
notices and advertisem ents, 
the 
editor of the paper, Joseph C har- 
less, announced in the prospectus 
of the Gazette that he intended to 
reserve three 
colum ns 
tfir 
the 
publication in French of local and 
foreign new s and of the laws of 
the T erritory and of the 
United 
States. 
The surprising fact, 
in 
consideration of Missouri’s French 
origins, is not 
the 
proposal 
of 
Charless to print the Gazette p ar­ 
tially in French but that no e n ­ 
tirely F rench new spaper is defin­ 
itely known to have existed before 
1850. 
Writing in 1899 on the subject 
of French new spapers in St. Louis, 
which is at the same tim e the only 
history of French new spapers in 
Missouri, A lexander N. 
DeMonil, 
distinguished editor and St. Louis 
citizen of French descent, m akes

1 people who are distressed about 
the perils of modern travel have 
gurely forgotten how treacherous 
were the early days of the auto­ 
m obile. 
Of course 
there 
wrrc 
fewer risks of accidents but then 
was a still greater danger that a 
m o to rist would never reach 
his 
destination. 
In 1915. my father 
bought 
a 
huge, high-set touring car. 
and 
goon afterward we 
set 
out 
to 
cross Missouri and go into Illinois 
to visit relatives and show off our 
new possesion. 
Father sat at the 
wheel in a long-billed cap, gog­ 
gles. and light gloves. Beside him 
was mother, her face and head ob- 
gcured behind layers of a put pic 
veil intended to protect her from 
the dust, and on her lap was an 
opened Bluebook, the Bible of the 
road. My brother and 1 sat in the 
back, intrenched among suitcases, 
hatboxes, odd coats and blankets, 
and food for lunch. 
While 
father 
turned 
about, 
waving his hands over the fields 
gnd pointing out the 
sights, 
my 
brother and 1 sang in high thin 
voices to amuse ourselves and the 
countryside and mother bent over 
the Bluebook. 
“Follow a line of 
hedge 
twoj 
miles,” mother would read, “go 
ing due north past 
three 
small 
white frame houses to a 
cross 
roads where a 
steepled 
church 
glands. 
Turn right and proceed 
east four milts to a large white­ 
washed stone corner post.’ 
Roads were not then 
marked 
with highway signs, and although 
the Bluebook was very detailed, 
the temporary landmarks it and 
motorists were forced to depend 
upon had oiten disappeared be­

of us would bend our eyes upon

the fasteners. Father would drive 
the car over the chains, and after 
grunting over them in the down­ 
pour, he would manage to 
hook 
them and then stamp some of the 
mud from his shoes and 
gloves. 
We’d start out,

through the deep mud we’d 
sit 
with bated breath waiting for the 
time it would slip off into a ditch.

we did well to make it in

hours. 
I remember a particular­ 
ly disastrous journey we once at­ 
tempted. 
An aunt of ours from 
Chicago had come to visit us and 
we decided to show her off to the 
friends in southwest Missouri. My 
father always delighted in driv­ 
ing in the cool of the morning, so 
we were tourning by 
5 o’clock. 
Before we had gone ten miles we 
were beset by a downpour, 
and 
while father drove frantically, in­ 
tending to reach 
some 
kind 
of 
shelter, the rest of us got out the 
curtains and tried to put 
them 
up. 
They were 
perverse 
that 
morning and refused to be secur­ 
ed, and because we were all quite 
wet from the rain that insisted on 
entering the car we finally aban­ 
doned 
the 
project 
altogether. 
Mother sat closer to father with­ 
out protection, and my aunt and 
brother and I got under a blanket. 
The rain found us even there, and 
long before the motor became wet 
and quit functioning all 
of 
us 
were drenched. 
We stopped an early 
milkman 
headed south, and when mother 
insisted on being left behind 
to 
watch the car, father and my aunt 
got in with the driver and 
my 
brother and I stood in the 
back 
among filled bottles. 
The 
hotel 
landlady was very displeased 
at 
being roused out at 6 o’clock and 
growled at us before she 
con­ 
sented to come down in htr bath­ 
robe and let us in. She wasn’t in­ 
terested enough to provide for us, 
either, and we wrapped ourselves 
in the bed linen until our clothes 
were dry. 
A half hour later the 
sun was shining; but by then we
